Albeit, it is not inough when we haue gone 
ſo farre, if beſides we thzow not away the mufflers which de⸗

ment and cleare vnderſtanding of man in all things: loꝛ if cu- 
ſtome carry vs away, the Italian may pꝛeuaile, not only of 
an hundzed, but ol moze then a thouſand & fiue hundzed weeres, 
which was the verie time that Iulius Cæſar an Italian, pilla- 
ged and ruined, not only France, hut alſo all other parts of Eu- 
rope. Therefoze we ſhould deſerue to be commanded and gna- 
wents the bare bone, foz ener hereaſter,as vel as in time paſt, 
that could loke to theſe matters no ſwner, The cauſe of all, 
haue been but our blinde affections which peruert vs in true 
iudgement, the which now we mult needes cut oft, to haue on⸗ 
lp reaſon fo2 our guide, which is the true « eſſenttall difference, 
that ſeparateth manfrom other Animals, e maketh him iudge 
truly ol all things: otherwiſe wee robbe our ſelues of the moſt 
excellent and pꝛecious ie well we haue, to become as beſtiall as 
the bꝛuit beaſtes. From hence ſpꝛingeth then alſo the cauſe of 


ſo great diuerſitie of opinions in our Continent, the pꝛincipall 


and chiefeſt part of the wozld,fo2 that ſome ſuffer — —— to 
be gouerned by the cleere light ol reaſon x vnderſtanding, and 
other ſome let themſelnes be caried away headlong with their 
owne affections and cuſtomes, and this ts the cauſe why the 
inhabitants of the Dztentall.

of France. And this octaſion beeing redoubled by the death of 
Ling Henry, they toke faſt hold of her haire which groweth 
befo2e,not letting her lip out of their hands to runne after her, 
iudging the two belt means to pꝛocure the gouernment ol this 
eſtate to this woman and themlelues, was firſt ol all to bzing 
vp thoſe which ſhould rule ouer vs in all laſciuiouſnes and plea⸗ 
ſure, tomake them moze effeminate then their owne mother, 
and likewiſe in the ignoꝛance of god letters and in well goner- 
ning an eſtate, to the end that their Jtalineſſe being moze foz- 
ward in knowledge of theſe things then they, (to the great ad⸗ 
uantage of Jtalians) might ſeaſe wholly on the gouernment 
ofthe kingdome , and the entire diſpoſing of all France : and: 
ſecondly, to ſow debates, x ſtir vp warres among the French, 
leaſt that their vnion and concoꝛd might diſturbe oꝛ not permit 
the rule, gouermnent, and aduancement ofa ſtraunge nation 
ouer them, bo could not ſuffer oz permit any gouernment to 
the onely daugbters of our Kings of France it ſelfe, :

T Heſe two bꝛeaches being made in the body of France, the 
Italians perſuading themſelues, that if then when they 
had yet no way to ſet in tote, which was but in the time of N. 
Henry they were able to frame among them ſuch diſo2der,that- 
Francis the firſt, hauing left ſeuenteene hundzed thouſande 
crownes in his coffers, albeit-he had paide ranſome in Spaine: 
theſaid Henry hauing raigned but a while, had left his heire 
behinde hün indebted foztie hace Pillions , which was a moſt 
ſtraunge and maruellous debt, conſidering the great tributes 
which he had exacted ol his ſubiects, of the emploping whereof, 
there could be none account heard, notwithſtanding the beit 
friendes and louers of the communaltie, made a motion ⁊ were 
verie inſtant. W 
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the antho2itie and ſubtilitie of their Italineſſe, to pꝛoſecute the 
ruine and vtter ſubuerſton of this eſtate: the which to bʒing to 
a low ebbe: they mult fill full of ciuull warres, and ſo ouer loade

A thooghtheyhan bin alwiies bord of allmercieaid 
1 compaſſion towardes the pwze people, hauing dꝛenched 
them dꝛie, and bꝛought them to great miferie , yet they haue 
ſhewed as little fausur as might be to Cherchmen, ma making 
them to be gnawen to the bare bone with tenthes, and to be 
puld a hole lower by ſale of their gods, maintaining all ine- 
qualitie amongſt them, making flwds ofriches to rum downe 
the heeles of ſome Jtalianate ſpirits,their coherents,and as fo2 | 
thoſe who take paines daily in divine ſeruice which the French 

Romans wil not meddle withal, noꝛ ſo much as with the tip of | 
their finger to turne ouer one leale ol it, they may haue a ſoꝛe 
dꝛowth, but the diuell a whit ol dꝛinke will they give them to 
cole their thirlt, Their Nobles they were ſaluted ſo often- 
times with ſmmoningsto aſſemble themſelues, who held a⸗ 
ny landes of the Crowne, to bee ſeafſed fo: the affaires of the 
warres and paiment of ſouldiers , and withall put to ſuch pin- 
ches and daungers, foruine one another: with ſuch extreame 
coſts and charges raiſed by the vaine enhancings of their gold 
chaines of their Oꝛder, fo2 all paiments and wages employed 
onely foꝛ the papes of the Italians, and other ſtrange nations. 
As foꝛ the Dfficers, although that their offices were ſold vnto 
them in the wane of the Jtaltan power, ten times dearer then 
in the raigne of any fozmer Pꝛince oꝛ Ring, they were ſo fler⸗ 
ced and pulled away by ſubſtitution of others, that did robbe 
them of all the p2ofit and honour that might grow therby, who 
in their turne alſo were pilled and bꝛought to nothing, by re⸗ 
ſtoꝛing the mony that was ſucked from them. that firit bought 
them: ſo that by that time all their landes were counted, there 
was nothing to be laughed at on no ſide : but only the Flozen-

Rs tomahs amaze boeh gestatten et the great wiſe⸗ 
dome of the Italian, we muſt mount a litle higher to the be⸗ 
gimungs, p2ogreffe, and aduancement of this admirable domi- 
nation, whether by degrees it hath eleuated it ſelle in perteiuing 
the Tarquins their kings were verie vicious, and nothing va⸗ 
leraus, they ſpied out matter inough quickly againſt them to 
be rid ol them, ſo tumpe at that time fell out ſoꝛ their purpoſe 
the rauſhment of Lucretia, perpetratedby Tarquinius their 
King : wherupon they made a commotion againſt him, by and 
dy to thꝛuſt him out of his kingdome : not that they meant to 
reſtabliſh any other in his place, but to alter this fozme of go⸗ 
uernment (although it be abſolutely the beſt, when kings rule 
as they ſhould do, and behaue themſelues well) and to inffitute 
another, which ſhould exalt them ( as they thought moſt like⸗ 
y) aboue all other peoples , and make them all tributarie to 
them. Now this was tbeir oꝛder, to haue a Senate wherein 
men al the greateſt ſpirites, verie well learned and experienced 
were only admitted, by whom euery vere — 
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be choſen, who ſhould alwatſes haue the conduct of warres: and 
beſides if any impoꝛtant affaires chanced, then was there clec- 
ted one to be a Dictatoz., and ſuch a one as was moſt wozthie 
of all Italytocommande to reit, whom ſoeuer came againſt᷑ 
the Nomanes. So that if one Conſull loſt a battaile, the eſtate 
was not thereby onerthzowne, berauſe his fellow had muſte- 
rrd ina read ines another Army readie to fight and giue batteli 
againe, ſo that if he alſo were vanquiſhed, they had foꝛ all that 
gedhope yet, being the Dictatoz to come, vpon whoſe valour 
anderperience, they molt ofall relied, (as on Marius and Fa- 
bius,) foz he ſet in incontinent fo2 the third man. This is the 
reaſon, that when the enmmies ol the Romanes had gotten two 
fieldes againſt them, as diuers times did Pyrrhus and Hanni- 
ball, they were not diſmaied fo2 all that, and thought them- 
ſelnes thereby neuer a whit the moze ouercome, whereas con- 
traritwiſe, i any Ring, ꝛince, oꝛ common wealth had once had 
an ouerth2ow by a battell in the fleld they could nat ſo ſone re-

meanes to augment their Domination. 
Lbeit, that this ſo godlp oꝛder and fozme of gouern- 
ment might haue beene ſufficient to make them ſur⸗ 
paſſe all other people, yet they perceiuing that the bzea- 
king of faith and pzomiſes , did wozke the ruine of all 
lates, that made no conſctence to violate them: the Italians 
well aduiſed hereof, as thoſe that ſaw well inough that Faith

long ſince the Romanes vnderſtod this pzactiſe : yeaa god 
while befoꝛe the domination of Cxſar, Foz deſiring to bꝛing 
Greece in ſubiection, wherein there were two inuincible 
leagues, to wit: of the Achay ans and Ethiobians, who held 
ſo faſt together, that it was impoſſible to vanquiſh them a- 
ny way by armes:they found out this hole to enter in ta make 
them fall to warres and diuiſions among them ſelues ſo to rui⸗ 
nate their owne countrie, that they might moꝛe eaſily ſet foote 
into their pꝛouinces. And if we loke well vnto the violeries 
that Cæſar won on this ſide themountaines, the Italians re⸗ 
doubting the Switzers, moꝛe then any nation in the wozld, 
as Cicero ſaith in his Philippickes, we ſhall ſ that Cæſar 
charged them by ſurpꝛiſe, at great diſaduantage, and againſt 
the law ol armes: they hauing paſſed the one halle of their ar⸗ 
mie ouer the riuer Soane, and the other remaining on the o⸗ 
6 ther ſpe ofthe riuer,couldnot come to fight:being as yet then 
no declaration made of open warre, betweene the 
and him. Beſides he toke Ariomiſtius chiefe Captaine of 
the Almanes, and all his troupes at vnawares, and aſſailed 
them in tune of truce: after to couer his ſpezt,-and to make 
the matter ged. he ſaide that he had diſcouered, how they went 
about to By meanes whereal hatung ſurniched 
his arme with two ſtrong and warlike peoples, and hauing 
by diuiſions that he ſowed euerie where, got moſt of the 
Gaues on his ſide: being beſide verie ſkiifull tu krepe god oꝛ 
der of mütarie diſcipline : it was an ealile matter faꝛ hum to 
ouerthaow all other peoples; Amongſt the reſt the Englith 
withſtood him molt couragiouſly at the firf#; and gaue him re: 
pulſe, but he went another way about with them, fo2 beloꝛe he 
departed, he kindled ſuch quarrels and diuiſtons

The Councell of Rome, ſetteth kinges and chriſtian 
princes together by the eares, and the way how they 
diſcouer all their counſels and enterpriſes. 


The Romane Councell hath got ſome moꝛe aduantage by 
this their pollicie and deuice, fince the creation of their 
Pope: fo2 pꝛetending to bꝛing all kinges, peoples and pꝛintes 
of chꝛiſtianitie, Catholikes, as well ſpirituall as tempoꝛall vn- 
to their ſubiection, vnder cloake of their Biſhops, they haue 
ſpunne the thꝛed of all the warres which haue bene betwerne 
the Emperours, and other chꝛiſtian pzinces, fo to bzing them 
on their knees, and to vndermine them that wales, that they 
muſt ſtill ot foꝛte haue recourſe to them, as to a place of reluge 
and pꝛotection, the onely meane to pull downe their hautie ſto⸗ 
makes, and to ſet the Italian farre aboue them. To paſſe o⸗ 
wer this plancke well. they haue ginen the name of Cardinals 
to the pꝛieſtes of Rome, granting the ſonnes and bꝛethꝛen of 
kinges and chꝛiſtian pꝛintes, tobe honoured with the ſane 
title and eſtate: ſuffering them alſo to remaine with their 
traine amongſt them. To the end that by theſe their crea- 
tures they might handle and turne the other at their deuotion, 
make them arme their people, and march againſt their neigh⸗ 
bours at their pleaſure, and diſarme againe and retire , their 
foꝛces when they ſhould ſerue God. Conſidering alſo that 
by ſuch perſons , the Councels wils, and determinations: of 
kinges and ch2iftian pꝛinces, to the which thep are called, 
ſhould thereby be reuealed and manifeſted to them. The 
quicke ſpirited Uenctians, hauing long time ſince difconered 
this pollicie, being a people of Italie verie ſubtill, and well ad- 
uiſed, would neuer permit that any eccteſiaſteall perſon ſhould 
be admitted into their Councell, becauſe they had all taken the 
oth of the Pope of Rome, See then it appeareth that the Ros, 
manes are pꝛiuie to all the counſels and enterpꝛiſer of the-pzin- 
ces 3 „ and ſoueraine 8 
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they diſcouer all their actions, as well as if they were pꝛeſent, 

where on the contrat v, not one of theſe can come within them 
to vnder ſeele their conſultations and dealinges, they are ſo 
cloſe and ſccrete, whereby we may iudge clearcly, how farre 
they ſurpaſſe all other people in inuention andſubtiltic of wit,

him committed on the perſon of Arthure Duke of Britanic, 


his owne Nephew and heire, which tribute the Jtalians mi⸗ 
ned from them, moꝛe then the terme of tꝛher hundꝛed peares, 
albeit the fault of this murther was not in the people, « there⸗ 
foe they payed this tribute verie vniuſtly, and againſt all rea- 
ſon, Pet they lound meanes to augment this tribute verie 
nnuch, by the death of the Archbiſhop of Cauterburie, wha. 
was executed by tommand of the king. Pet had the Italians 
nothing io doe in the matter, hauing no intereſt at all therein, 
being neither his heires noꝛ chudꝛen.

themſelues, xumme like ſwift feoted Greyhounds at the firſt call, 
that is made fo2 them, To make them march with maze then 
humane expedition, they muſt be charmed with pꝛaiſes up to

the Papnims held fo2 Gods in this woꝛld. Comparing them 
with the moſt woꝛthy and valiant warriours which euer haue 
ben, terming them the verie poꝛtraitures ol Alexander, in 
diligence and hautineſſe of courage: verie Images ol Augu- 
{tus Cæſar, in ſubtilitie and wiledome, and in zeale foz the en⸗ 
larging and glozie of the Romane Church : true imitatoꝛs of 
Conſtantine the great, reſemblers ol Charlemaine, and as 
great warriours as euer was the Romane Fertorius, to reſiſt 
and ſtand out boldly againſt all humane powers. And to let a 
better hue on theſe ſo high commendations, il there be to be 
found any externall beautie 02 copo2all fozce in theſe Þzinces, 
that muſt not be foꝛgotten in no wiſe, but extolled to the ninth 
degree : likewiſe. fo2 the antiquitte of their houſes ,. the great 
Alliances with other Pyinces, the noble and famous acts of all 
their pꝛedeceſſours, all this muſk be curiouſly dilated, not one

 cleſiafficall reuenue as their backe will beare, ſo they may fill

But aboue all, when they vnderſtand that all that halbe their

andthe ſtraight bond of amitie towards all their kindreds and 
auntient friends, without any regard of thoſe, who haue been

nour, 
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nour which they poſſeſſe,ſuch younger bꝛethꝛen, neglecting the 
oath giuen to their Pꝛince, tranſpoꝛted with a moſt vnquench⸗ 


able heate, and zeale , without all gouernment of reaſon, caſt 
themſelues headlong to embꝛaſe the affaires and pꝛactiſes of the 
Roman Councel; with ſo violent affection,y all their thoughts, 
diſcourſes, and imaginattons, are occupied in nothing els, but 
{till how to continue the ſame. So that the fcruent zeale to ad⸗ 
uance the Roman Domination, dath conſume and gnaw them 
night and dap: falling into ſuch diſquietnefſe fo2 the furthering 
therof, that they haue not ſo much as the patience to abide any 
god aduertiſements. But like as they were tranſfo2zmed into 
mozenaturall Romanes:; ſet their wits to deuiſe a thouſande 
things loꝛ their gd and cottſeruation: refuſing not to ſuſtaine 
all perils and daungers of bodie and gods, all watchings x tra- 
ucls fo their ſake. [Baking no doubt ol conſcience to ſet king⸗ 
domes and p2oninces any wales on fire: either by woꝛking 
their ruine by their owne armes, ou by fazraine Fo2ces, o2 to 
do woꝛſe, to ſtirre vp theenes andmurthercrs,who bp treaſon 
and at vnawares, do ſhed the blind of thoſe, who keepe them- 
felues faſt locked within townes; 'rauſing all lawes and bonds 
(both diuine and humane) of amitie and conſanguinitie to ber 
violated, perſuading themſelues that ſuch butchery & murther, 
may any wap aduance the Italians : oꝛ els that ſuch craelties 
thould be to them onely ſacrificers of ſweete ſauour, and ſerui⸗ 
ces molt agrerable. St then Þ arrows that be readie d2awne, 
made by this moſt ingeniqus nation, to the ruine and confuſion 
of thole, who dare once open their mouthes to ſpeake againſt

S it were a ſmal matter fo2 a Phiſition to be able bꝛaue⸗ 

ly to diſcourſe ofthe cauſes, beginnings, augmentation 
and nature of any diſeaſe, il he ſhould not gine remedies to cure 
the ſame : ſq it ſhalbe requiſite to ſet downe the meane where- 
by men might as well in times pat, as alſohereafter,thzow a- 
way this Italian yoke,x kep their mony in their purſes, with- 
out enriching ſtrangers with it: fo this matter, J will begin 
at the foundation ſtone, vpon the which they haue built, aug⸗ 
mented and eleuated there ſo great and loftie Dominatious, 
that it hath no boundes here on the face of the earth, as haue 
the kingdomes and empires ol Emperours and Kings: but be⸗ 
ing eleuated (if we will beliene them) as high as heauen gates, 
ſhutteth e openeth them euen as they do the does of the Con⸗ 
ſiſtoꝛie at Rome. In ſome this foundation ſtone is, that Saint 
Peter had his Apoſtles ſeate at Rome, and there was marti⸗ 
red: whereof followeth, that the Romane Biſhop is his ſuc- 
ceſſoux, and hath vniuerſall charge ouer the whole wozld, 2 
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the firkt J denp, ſing that neither the Acts of the Apoſlles noꝛ 
any other of the Epiſtles of S. Paul, hath made mention ther⸗ 
ok: x that he himſelfe witneſſeth that he was the Apoſtle of the 
Zewes, called to thoſe that were of the circumciſion. Foz the le- 
cond, y he was martired there J cofeſſe,fo2 that thoſe of Rome 
and their Emperours, to make a triumph of Jens Chailt, 
and of his doctrine, & to quench their inſatiable crueltie againſt 
Chꝛiſtians, had cauſed D. Peter to be tranſpoꝛted to Rome, 
from another place where he was detainedfirft pꝛiſener, to put 
him to death ignonimfouflp, and make him a publike ſpectacle 
to the woꝛld. But ſoꝛ hauing by this crueltie and iniuſtice, des | 
pꝛiued the wozld of ſo famous x excellent ſeruant of Gad, that f 
they ſhouldbe reputed his ſuccellours, there is no reaſon at all: 
nay contrarie, à will ſtand to it, they ought therloꝛe altogither 
to be diſmherited: foz was there euer any man ſo impudent, 
that fo: haung murthered another, would dare to challendge 
his ſucceſſion 2 And if he Had been bone at Rome, and appoin- 
ted Apoliile to the ſame plate, which he was not, neither they 
haue made themſelues vnwothie of all ſucceſloꝛie, right and 
title. Foꝛ this were a pꝛettie matter. that fo2 bing all crreitie, | 
and committing blodte murthers againſt the ſeruants of God, 
men ſhould get domination and pzincipalitie; as well in carth 
as in heauen, it were farre wide toſapſo, and the greateſt ab- 
furvitie in the woꝛld, that men might imagine. Nap contrarie, 
Chꝛiſt menaccth great for the like metter, when 
he cried out, Zeraſatern; Ieruſalem, thou which killeſt the 
Prophets, thereby dendunting her ruine and onerthzdwbp 
the fire of Gods vengeance, foꝛetelung her deftrucis to tome, 
and the miſerable eſtate wherein ſhe is at this pꝛeſent houre. 
Il then this were ſufficient to depꝛiue Rome ol her ſucceſſion, 
pet furthermoze, were ſhe woꝛthie to be depꝛiued ſoꝛ her rebel⸗ 
lion agatuſt the Goſpell, and the doctrine ol S. Peter, wherein 
te hath perſeuered ſince the death paſſion ol Chꝛiſt, hauing 
bzonght foꝛth the moſt deteſtable monſters foꝛ 

as Iyberius, Nero, Calligula, Commodus, and Helioga- 
balus, which haue euer been remarked to line vnder the vaute 
of the heauens: who as cruell beaſts n 
from all Chꝛiſtian blod, by reaſon of p enozmteofthirlies, 

co 
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could not ſuffer any ſuch cleare light to ſhine there neere them, 
being alſo ſet on by their ſacrificing Pꝛieſts, Pagans, and Jd3- 
laters, who only taught publikely at Rome,ſwne to extinguiſh 
the ſame. But if there were any god Biſhops there, they laie 
did not openly diſcouer themſelues, and were no part 
of the bodie of this people, being indeed lent thither, from divers 
other partes: perſonages ofgreat learning andeloquence,ra- 
ther to make reſidence there then in any other part, foz that 
this citie was ſtil repleniſhed with learned men, cunning Phi⸗ 
loſophers, and Pagan Oꝛatours: againſt whome it had not 
ben lo; Paſtoꝛs meanelp learned to haue diſputed without o⸗ 

uerthꝛow and conuiction. Yet all this hath nothing eleuated 
the Italians, aboue any other people — 
Domination ouer them, but rather it bꝛingeth lower and aba⸗ 
ſeth them, as a teſtimonie ol their great reſiſtance and rebelli⸗

Com we now to ths great , pen. and azured Heauen, 
whoſe ſpech is all one as befoꝛe, publiſhing from one Pole 
to the other, and ouer all the wozld, that what account ſoener 
men make of their earthly Temples, they come nothing nerre 
it in beautie, greatnes long continuance and luſt. Fo2 the grea⸗ 
teſt tempell that euer was built, was but of halle aleagne 
in lenght, and the Aſtronomers afferme that their is fiftie nine 
Millions of leagues from the earth vnto they ſtarry Heauen, 
and from they other ſide as much herby it ſhould follow that 
my roundnes ſhould containe verie neere thre hundred fiftie 
andfowre Millions of leagues, and pet foz all that cannot con- 
taine the infinite eſſence of God, How then doe men ſaffer 
them'clues to bee abuſed wozſe then baute beaſts by the Ro- 
mans and their Italian Councell. who make them beleeue 
that they can ſhut him into there pipes in their Temples , to 
behold him therein, and to carrie him vnder their Canapes to 
thende to rob you by this meane ol your mon, and altoge⸗ 
ther to begiule pon. They ſame heauen being ronnd and e⸗ 
gually diſtant in all partes from they earth: doth manifeſt vnto 
men that their is no one place moꝛe nere to him oz his heauen⸗ 
ly glozie, then another.
